Nebraska’s Campaign Opened 
by McKinley. 


Fifteen Thousand People Gather at 
Beatrice to Hear Him. 


Special Trains Bring Crowds from 
the Adjoining States, 


The Great Protection Leader at His Best 
in Defense of the Cardinal Princi- 
ples of the Republican 
Party. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Beatrice (Neb.,) Aug. 2.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Fifteen thousand 
people at the Chautauqua grounds this 
afternoon listened to a stirring address 
by Gov. McKinley of Ohio. Special 
trains this morning brought in throngs 


}of people from Kansas, Iowa and Mis- 


sourito hear the great protectionist. 
Business was almost suspended, and 
everybody witnessed the immense pro- 
cession which preceded the Governor's 


{ speech. Allalong the line of march 


buildings were decorated and the pa- 
rade and demonstrations were the most 
elaborate ever held in the State. 

The Governor said in beginning that 
the latest national Democratic platform 
isa bolder recognition of free. trade 
than any of its predecessors. He 
analyzed it at length, quoting the points 
quoted by the committee and stricken 
out before the platform was finally 
adopted so as to charge that the protec- 
tive tariff is unconstitutional. The Gov- 
ernor continued: 


Its constitutionality has not been se. 
riously questioned in more than a hundred 
years. The policy was recognized in the 
second act ever passed by the Congress of 
the United States. A Congress partici- 
pated in by many framers of the Constitu- 
tion. If the protective policy is a violation 
otany constitution, it is not that of the 
United States. It is a manifest violation of 
the constitution of the Confederate States; 
possibly that is what they mean. Happily, 
however, we do not recognize that instru- 
ment and never did, and we are not oper- 
ating under it. We cannot have free trade 
in this country without having free trade 
conditions. The Democratic platform de- 


mands it upon these conditions and is 


bound to haveit at any cost. The world 
knows what these conditionsare. Farmers 
and working men of England know what 
they are. Thousands of men who work on 
both sides of the ocean and under both sys- 
tems know these conditions. To introduce 
them here will bring widespread discontent 
and revolutionize values. It would be self- 
destructive. 

Cieveland joinea the choir of calamity in 
his speech of acceptance. I fear that he 
has not consulted markets since 1890. He 
had in mind campaign prices then prevail- 
ing and seems to have been unadvised of 
what has occurred since. He had not then 
read the report of the Senate Committee, 
appointed to investigate the effect of the 
new tariff law upon the consumer and pro- 
ducer and wages of labor, This report was 
unanimous and showed a decline in the re- 
tail price of 214 selected articles of com- 
fort and necessity, The report shows in 
every parta constant tendency to lower 
the prices of the necessaries of life and its 
comforts. The report alsoshows that while 
the cost of living here has decreased, it 
has, during thesame period in England, 
increased. As to wages, it appears that the 
wages in the special industries selected 
averaged in the United States 77 per cent. 
greater than in Great Britain, which is 
under Democratic free trade and revenue 
tariff. Astothe farmers to whom Cleve- 
land so plaintively refers, this report says 
that the average prices of all agricaltural 
products except flaxseed, when put at 
proper relative importance, were 18.68 per 
cent. higher in September, 1891, than in 
June, 1889. 

May I not, tmihe light of this report and 
facts everywhere observable, remind Cleve. 
land that in the year 1892 we are con- 
fronted by conditions andnotatheory. The 
truth is that the protective tariff has cheap. 
ened every manufactured product, not by 
cheapening labor, but by its high rewards 
securing from labor its highest efficiency; 
that substantially everything which pro- 
teetion directly affects has been reduced in 
price, except labor.” Under the new tariff, 
oid industries have been stimulated and 
manv new industries started, which it is 
now estimated have given employment to 
from 200,000 to 250,000 persons, and in 
fact it is well established by reports 
from all countries that at this time, while 
depression and anxiety exist in their indus- 
tries there is prosperity in the United 
States alone. Notwithstanding the cry 
that under the protective tariff we cannot 
sell abroad if we do not buy abroad, yet 
during the last fiscal year we sold abroad 
nearly $203,000,000 more than we bought 
abroad. Thisis the excess in our favor, 
which foreigners have paid to us and which 
we have at home circulating among our 
people. The report of the treasury shows 
that dutiable merchandise decreased under 
the operation of the new law from $478,- 
674,844 forthe fiscal year ending June 30, 
1891, to $369,399,150 for the year just 
passed, a decrease of $109,234,705. The 
free list in the same time has increased 
$91,759,793, and more than half the value 
of all our products are absolutely free. 
The value of our exports merchandise dur- 
ing the last fiscal year was $1,030,334,626, 
an increase of $145,854,816 over the pre- 
vious year, a wonderful increase in our 
foreign trade under the law which was to 
close foreign marketsto us. Our exports 
have never befoce reached this pointin a 
given year in all our history. 

McKinley quoted figures to show that 
under a free trade revenue tariff from 
1847 to 1861 the balance of trade 
against us was more than $431,000,000 
Inthe fifteen years from 1876 to1891, 
with protection, the balance of trade 
in our favor was $1,649,445,246. 
McKinley argued at length in refutation 
of the Democratic assertion that far- 
mers will be benefited by a revenue 
tariff, and said. protection is a positive 
benefit to the farmers of this country; 
that no class cf citizens are more cer- 
tainly advantaged by it. He continued: 

What the farmers want is consumers 
and the more consumers and fewer competi- 
tors he has the betteritis. He wants those 
consumers steady and regular, and has 
such in 65,000,000 of consumers in this 
country who are the best and most 
profitable consumers on the_ globe. 
The Democratic leaders of today seem 
to think that there is some peculiar sanc- 
tity about the foreign consumer that does 
not attach tothe domestic. I don't. I pre- 
fer the domestic consumer because Le is the 
best.. He consumes more and has more 

money to pay for his living than any other 
consumer in the world. Agriculturists of 


41 thiscountry do not want more farmers; 


they want more people who do not raise 
their own food and whom they can supply. 
Every new industry increases the farmers’ 
home marketand furnishes him with what 
he wants most, profitable customers. It is 
no fault of the new tariff law if the farmers 
of the United States do not supply every 


therein.

Cuaicago, Aug: 2.—[By the Associated 
Press.] ‘The flight of George Bartels, 
paying teller of the Central Trust and 
Savings Bank, with $3000 of the bank’s 
cash, has anearthed what seems to have 
been an extensive conspiracy to defraud 
five Chicago banks. The scheme was 
partially suecessful, and over $50,000 
was secured from Bartels’ employers, 
but has since been madegood. Another 
bank is. said’ to have lost $20,000, 
which amognt was also made good. 
Three men formerly connected with the 
Chicago. Bank Note Company have 
been arrested, charged with conspiracy 
to defraud. These are William A. 
Forbes, N. W. Burnside and Charles N. 
Anson. Bartelé was the fourth man 


wanted, : The hearing is 


set for 

Charles Nichols, the go-between, ‘has 
made &n affidavit purporting to expose 
the whole scheme. An application for 
a receiver for the concern has been 
filed by the former president of the 
company. This instrument throws 
light upon the methods used. Forbes 
was manager of the Chicago Bank Note 
Company. Burnside, son of a well- 
known physician, was associated with 
Forbes. Anson was an employé of the 
firm. The young men had been vouched 
for by numerous men of wealth and 
financial influence,-and on the strength 
of this opened accounts with the Cen- 
tral Trust and Savings Bank, Globe Na- 
tional Bank, State Bank of Chicago, 
First National Bank and Milwau- 
kee Avenue State Bank. Imme- 
diately they deposited 
drafts, etc., which have since been. 
found to be fraudulent, and later drew 
out the cash. By collusion with Teller 
Bartels a. great run of paper 
dumped on. the Central Trust Savings 
Bank. It is said the plotters intended 
to pull all the banks they had money 
deposited with into their net and then 
break up and clear out, but the paper 
came to’protest too soon. Bartels dis- 
armed suspicion by ingeniously warn- 
ing the bank officials that he was sus- 
picious that the Note Company was 
‘kiting,’ and suggesting that a general 
guarantee of all the transactions be 
secured from the wealty Dr. Burnside.

IN THE DEATH CHAIR. 


A Murderer Electrocuted at Danne- 
mora, N. Y. | 


The Wretch Subjected to Four Currents 
of Electricity—Death Came Quickly 
and the Body Was Only 
Slightly Barned,

Dannewora (N. Y.,) Aug. 2.—[By the 
Associated Press] At 10:50 his 
morning ‘‘Cal’? Woods, the murderer, 
was led intothe death chamber. The 
condemned man’s face was pale and 
there was the slightest tremor about 
his visibly cool, compressed lips, but he 
permitted no other outward sign of 
emotion. When he reached the chair 
the prisoner said: ‘I want to thank 
Warden Thayer for his kindness to me; 
also my keepers. My time on earth is 
not long enough to return my thanks to 
Judge Whitman for his noble efforts. 
He has been nearer than a brother to 
me and I hope he will live a long life 
and die happy.’’ The religious feeling 
of the doomed man found expression in 
these words: “I pray God will now 
give me strength to meet Him, for I 
knowlam going there. God bless you 
all! May He make you all happy!”’ 

As he sat down in the chair he said: 
“God, remember me.’? He repeated 
this three times while the straps were 
being adjusted. His last words were: 
“God bless me.”’ 

As the contact came Wood’s body 
straightened out rigidly and the hands 
turned upward on the arms of the chair. 
Twelve seconds was the duration of the 
first contact. The second was two 
seconds shorter, and as it reached the 
full powera curlof blue smoke arose 
from the murderer's: forehead and an 
odor of burned rubber filled the room. 
This was repeated in the third and 
fourth contacts of six seconds each. 
Woods was in the chair one minute and 
fourteen seconds. There was a slighft 
blistering on the flesh on the forehead. 
An autopsy showed that there were no 
other traces of the electrical current 
found upon the remains save a slight 
blistering of the skin under the spot 
where the electrode rested on the left 
calf.

HAPPY SALVATIONISTS. 


Typical Services at Corps No. 2 on 
First Street Last Evening. 


The Musical Brigade on Hand With Other 
Shining Lights of the Army—A 
Large Audience in At- 
tendance,. 


‘‘Won’t you come down to Corps No 

2 this evening and tell the public about 
our meeting?” said a Salvation Army 
lassie to a TIMEs reporter yesterday. 
The pretty English face framed in the 
poke bonnet was so wistful that the 
memory cf it did not fade away, and so 
at 8 o’clock last night the scribe strolled 
down First street in the direction of the 
barracks at No. 809, On the corner of 
First and Main was gathered a crowd 
of men and boys around a war chariot 
drawn by a pair of horses and mounted 
by the musical brigade, a company of 
Salvationists who have been traveling 
through Southern California. Standing 
near the chariot was Adjt. Kernohan, 

whose pseudonym is “Happy Harry,”’ 

and he was telling the crowd about sal- 

vation and the happy time they were. 
going to have down at Corps No. 2 and 

inviting every one to go along. 

Pretty soon the chariot started up, 


accordeon, and after him came the Sal- 
vation Army corps, beating their tam- 
bourines and drums and all singing: 
“Get your baggage on deck ~ 

And don’t forget your check, | | 
For you can't steal aboard and hide away.”’ 
Three little street gamins followed 
the big drum, gyrating with their arms 
in imitation of the tambourine players. 
A large proportion of the crowd fol- 
lowed, too, some out of curiosity, others 
because they had been there before and 
wanted to go again, and still others who 
were fascinated by-the music. 

As the the corps 
headquarters the brigade dismounted 
from the chariot and the army filed into 
the little hall and on to the stage in the 
rear. 

By this time the song had changed to 
Stand by You Till the Morning,”’ 
and when the last verse was reached 
the hall was full. On'the front row of 
chairs sat some little girls. Back of 
them were half a dozen women, and the 
rest of the audience was made up of 
men, and whata motley gathering it 
was! Old and young, middle-aged, 
black and white, some with hard, dissi- 
pated faces and others with the light of 
peace in their eyes and the smile of joy 
on their lips. 

At the last verse of the song the adju- 
tant and his corps dropped on. their 
knees and then some one prayed—a 
beardless boy who had beaten the big 
drum in the procession. He prayed in 
the same happy, confident spirit as he 
beat his drum. Then the Swedish 
Nightingale, the adjutant’s wife, sang 
‘I?ll be all Smiles Tonight,’’ and every- 
body sang the chorus to a smiling ac- 
companiment. 

The little room got hot and close, but 
no one seemed to mind, and the Salva- 
tionists least of all, for it made the sale 
of the War Cry livelier. Every one 
wanted a fan and nobody had one, so 
they all bought a paper, and soon the 
War Crys waved in time to the music. 

Adjt. Kernohan told what a happy 
soldier he was, and then commanded, 
“Fire avolley for Capt. Carrof the 
musical brigade,’’ as a tall, sleuder lass 
in the army uniform came forward with 
her banjo. A volley of “‘amens’’ came 
in response to the adjutant’s command, 
and then the captain sang in herclear 
soprano voice and the crowd joined in 
the chorus: 

‘We'll all shout glory to Jesus; 
The blood is the cure for the dumps.”’ 

“Now, tellus what the dumps are, 
captain?’ said the adjutant. 

‘“‘Well,’”? said the captain, “I define

Marital Difficulties of Mr. and 
Mrs. Biewend. 


| The Most Serious Charges Made by 


the Husband, 


All of Whieh are Declared False- 
hoods by the Wife. 


A Domestic Row Which Will Probably 
Soon Be Ventilated in the Courte— 
Conflicting Stories of the In- 


H. E. Biewend, who keeps the Win- 
throp lodging-house at No. 330}4 South 
Spring street, is in a peck of trouble 
and all because his wife, who runs the 
Calderwood on Main and Third streets, 
has left his bed and board and refuses. 
to live with him. ? 

Biewend’s marital difficulties are of 
long standing, but they have finally 
reached aclimax, and they will soon be 
aired at length in the divorce courts, 
From Biewend’s statements he appears 
to have been a much-abused and long: 
suffering husband. His wife was agrass 
widow when he married her, having been 
divorced in Indiana. Biewend claims 
that the lady is too fond of other men’s 
company, and of late he has made the 
most serious charges of infidelity agairst 
her, accusing her of undue intimacy 
‘with one or more prominent young men 
of the city. Biewend says that he has 
repeatedlv pleaded with his wife to 
conduct herself properly and not cause 
scandal, all of which she eon disre- 
garded and continued on her ‘own way, 
much to his humiliation and disgrace. 
He further claims that he has never 
given his wife any just cause for com- 
plaint, but on the contrary has gone to 
the extreme limit of forbearance in 
to make a good woman 

When everything’ else 
failed Biewend says that he wrote 
to mother-in-law, asking her 
to use her influence with her datgh- 
ter to try and have her mend her ways 
and thereby avert public disgrace for 
both of them. In proof of this, Bie. 
wend has numerous letters from his 
wife’s mothér, in which she does not 
try to excuse her daughter’s actions but 
begs him to exercise, forbearance and 
try and induce herto mend her ways. 
Biewend has finally decided, however, 
to bring matters to a crisis, as he is 
thoroughly convinced that /any further 
efforts looking to a recoygciliation are 
out of the question. He/says he has 
had a private detective employed and 
claims to have evidence sufficient to se- 
cure a divorce, but last night he had 
not fully made up his mind as to what 


THE WIFE'S STORY, 

Mrs. Biewend was also seen at the 
Calderwood, but at first refused to make 
any statement other than that she will . 
not live with her husband again. After 
consultation with her lawyer, she con-— 
cluded to give her version of the 
trouble and denounced the whole story 
as a base fabrication, which is put in 
circulation by her husband for pure, 
unadulterated meanness, actuated by 
revenge and a desice on his part to in- 
| jure her in business. 

To begin with, she said her husband , 
went through insolvency about eighteen 
months ago and that she has supported 
him in idleness ever since. That she 
recently gave him a bill of sale cover- 
ing the furniture and lease of the Win- 
throp lodging-house, and that since 
that time his conduct has been intoler- 
able. Early in June he betook himself 
to his own lodging-house and has passed 
his time, she says, in blackguarding her 
on the streets and in saloons. Based 
upon his vile stories, she has concluded 
to bring an action for divorce at an 
early day on the ground of cruelty for 
circulating such reports about her. 

None of her friends, she says, believe 
the stuff her husband is telling about 
her, nor can he sincere in his 
charges, for it has‘not been more than 
a week, she says, since he went to her 
house and, with tears in his eyes, 


she had heard of his sianderous stories 
and promptly informed him she could 
not respect him, and ordered him from 
her premises. He at that threatened 
her ‘‘he would make her regret her ac- 
tions in refusing his offer, and declared 
he would break her up in business.”’ 

Since that time her husband, she 
says, has spent most of his time on the 
streets, with his private family matters 
‘on his sleeve,’’ so tospeak, and is pee 
too willing to tell his tale of woe toany 
one who will listen to him. 

Mrs. Biewend says she is out here 
alone and is endeavoring to make 
her own living by keeping rooms 
ers, and such stories are greatly to her 
discredit. 

Her friends claim that in her action ~ 
for divorce, which is soon to be filed, 
she will be completely vindicated and 
the character of her husband fully ex- 
posed. One thing is certain, they say, 
and that is that Mr. Biewend is only too 
anxious to discuss the matter with any 
oue who will listento him and appears 
extremely anxious to rush into print 
with his domestic affairs.

The Gerrymander Going. _ 

The Democrats are faring rather 
badly, after all, with their gerryman- 
der schemes. Those in Wisconsin 
and Michigan have been knocked 
out—the one by a Democratic and the 
cther by a Republican court. The 
grounds for upsetting the scheme in 
Michigan were the inequality of the ap- 
portionment. Democratic~ counties 
with only a trifle over the ratio for one 
district were divided to make two dis- 
tricts, and Republican counties with 
more than enough voters to make a dis- 
trict had other counties attached to 
them to makea district.. As this in- 
famous plan of disfranchising Republi- 
can voters has been defeated and the 
Democrats have lost control of the 
State Senate by deaths and resigna- 
tions, there is no probability that an- 
other apportionment will be made this 
year. The apportionment of 1881 will 
therefore hold, and, as the next Legis- 
lature will no doubt be Republican asa 
result of the reaction from Democratic 
abuse, the ghost of the gerrymander in 
Michigan is laid for some time. 

It is now in order to attack the gerry- 
mander in New York, which is fully as 
iniquitous as that in Michigan. Asa 
result of the recent apportionment it is 
shown that each Democrat in Kings 
county is given a voting power equal to 
that of three Republicans. Democratic 
districts have a population of about 
82,000 and Republican districts of 
about 100,000. Wheresuch a showing 
of unfairness can be made it is possible 
that even a court constituted mainly of 
Democrats would have the manliness to 
throw it out. The influence of Senator 
Hill, who had much to do with effecting 
this plan of machine politics, is in a 
measure broken, and there is a reaction 
all along the line against his methods. 
It isa good time for New Yorkers to 
strike for justice.

National Protection of Forests, 

The bill reported to the Senate by 
Mr. Paddock, providing for the protec- 
tion of forests under national authority, 
may have no chance of becoming a law 
at this session of Congress, but it is at 
least a hopeful sign.

comprehensive and thorough measures 
forthe preservation of timber in the 
United States. 

As Mr. Paddock's report intimates, 
the experience of France and Germany 
proves the intimate relation between 
floods and deforestaticn, and it is pretty 
clearly demonstrated that replanting in 
denuded areas offers the only thor- 
oughly effective check. The subjection 
of the famous devastating torrent of 
Bourget, for instance, was assured in 
five years by a young forest of 988 
acres, and that of Rion-Bourdoux, the 
worst in the French Alps, by a planta- 
tion of 8000 acres, which averted the 
certain ruin of a whole community. 
Photographs in the National Museum at 
Washington amply attest the claims of 
M. Surrell’s disciples, and show what 
may be achieved in this hemisphere un- 
der similar conditions. 

The recurrent floods and their suc- 
ceeding drouths in portions of the 
United States ought to admonish us of 
the necessity not only of preserving so 
far as possibl2 the natural growth of 
timber, but also of supplying the deficit 
in large areas which are deficient in 
this respect. 

It is proposed in the measure now be- 
fore the Senate to employ thé army for 
protective duty until a system of forest 
protection is matured. Cavalry ser- 
vice has already been invoked with 
good results in the Yellowstone and in 
this State. :

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Facts and Figures versus Fiction. 

SANTA BARBARA, July 30, 1892.—[To the 
Editor of THe TimgEs.] The following com- 
parisons afford a striking example of the 
Strict (?) adherence to facts, so often in- 
dulged in by spokesmen of the ‘‘People’s” 
party and other kindred organizations. 

In your report of the ratification exer- 
cises of the ‘People’s’? party iu Los An- 
geles (TiMEs of July 17) Mr. S. A. Waldron 
is represented as saying, in the course of 
hig address: “We used to export unlim- 
ited quantities of wheat to Europe, espec- 
ially to England. That country caused the 
demonetization of silver in the United 
States by bribery. The reason (sic) of it 
was this: England buys our silver bullion 
for 70 cents on the dollar. She then coins 
it into rupees which are sold in India for 
100 cents worth of wheat. As a result 
thereof the production of wheat has been 
stimulated in India, while our wheat lies 
molding in the San Francisco warehouses. 
With unlimited coinage Great Britain can- 


‘not purchase her bullion here, and then she 


will buy her wheat and cotton from us.”’ 
Now, without attempting to unravel this 
amazing and bewildering tissue of frabri- 
cations concerning the so-called ‘*demonet- 
ization”’ of silver. further than to say that, 
whatever heinous offenses may be justl 
laid at the door of the guileless and child- 
like ‘‘silver barons,’’ Ido not believe that 
they were ever before charged with selling 
100 cents worth of silver to ‘John Bull” or 


“any other customer and accepting 70 cents 


as payme.t in full for thesame. It is 
enough for any purpose to quote the follow- 
ing figures from the official Government 
report of trade statistics for the twelve 
months ending June 30, 1892: 

For the period named the tptal exports 
of breadstuffs from tle United States were 
larger than in any previous year, their 
~yalue being stated at the enormous sum of 
of $301,828,601, against $128,121,656 in 
the year preceding, or more than two-and- 
one-third times as much. 

In the years ending June 30, 1880 and 
1881, following similar seasons of very 
short crops abroad and large .crops in this 
country, the values of breadstuff exports 
were $288,036,835 and $270,332,519, re- 
spectively—these figures never having been 
approached, either before or since, until 
the twelve months just closed. 

And now, as to cotton, also mentioned re- 
gretfully by Mr. Waidron, in his test-com- 
pelling jeremiad. For the year ended June 
30, 1884, the exports of this staple were 
$197,015,204 in value. From this point 
there was a continuous gain year by year 
for seven years, until, in the twelve months 
ended June 30, 1891, the emount reached 
$200,712,898! Forthe year just closed, 
owing to extreine depression in- the manu- 
factures of Great Britain and the Continent 
of Europe, the exports of cotton from the 
United States fell to $258,447,741, but 
even at this decline the total is still ahead 
of any year prior to 1891. 

It may be well to add, in conclusion, that 
the total exports of merchandise from the 
United States during the past fiscal year 
reached the huge amount of $1,030,335,- 
626, being $127,958,280 in excess of the 
best previous record. 

If the orators of the ‘People’s’? party 
must needs rely on false representations to 
catch votes, would they not do well to con- 
fine themselves to matters regarding which 
it might be more dificult to refute than by 
a simple statement of actual tacts and 
figures?

is the nearest city of importance 
whence any article may be obtained 
that is not kept by local ‘“‘emporiums;”’ 
our merchants draw a large proportion 
of their supplies from there, and it is to 
Los Angeles and near-by seaside resorts 
that Arizonans betake themselves when 
theg feel impelled to flee from the too 
ardent embraces of old Sol, who gets 
very close to this land of sunshine and 
silver toward the dog days.: Sometimes, 
when the male Arizonan can’t go ‘‘in- 
side,’’ he sends his wife and family to 
cool off, while he remains behind to 
sizzle and absorb summer beverages 
whose cooling capacity is deceptive. 
So general is this summer hegira to the 
coast that the population of our cities 
during the summer months is largely 
composed of bachelors and grass wid- 
owers. I mention this interesting fact, 
because it is one which the buoyant 
land-boomer has, for some reason or 
other, entirely omitted to refer to in his 
pamphlets and circulars. 

The interests of Arizona being thus so 
closely bound up with those of. Los An- 
geles, a few words as as ¢0 the condi- 
tions and prospects of the Territory will 
doubtless interest many readers of THE 
TIMES. 

A dozen years ago Arizona had quite 
a boom, consequent upon the discovery 
of the Tombstone mines, There was a 
great rush to the Territory from all 
parts of the United States. Some of 
those who came made money, but a ma- 
jority were disappointed, and were very 
glad if they succeeded in making a liv- 
ing. Mining forthe precious metals is 
at best a lottery. In Arizona the prizes 
have not borne a greater proportion to 
the blanks than elsewhere. The Tomb- 
stone mines produced a large amount of 
bullion, building: up the most important 
mining camp which the Territory ever 
saw, when, at about 600 feet, they 
struck animmense amount of water. 
The companies couldn’t agree as to the 
division of expense in pumping this 
water—supposing it could be pumped 
somewhere—and all work at present is 
above water level, several hundred men 
being employed. 

There has been no silver develop- 
ment of great importance in the Terri- 
tory since the discovery of the Tomb- 
stone mines. The much vaunted ‘‘bo- 
nanza’’.mines at Quijotoa were a dead 
failure from the start. They have been 
worked, in a desultory manner, on the 
San Francisco stock market for several 
years,. the stock being now peddled at a 
nickle a share—which is 5 cents more 
than it is worth—and a plaster of the 
same amount in the shape of an assess- 
ment: being placed on the stock as often 
as the patient’s—the patient stockhold- 


er’s—pulse indicates that he can 
stand it. The old Silver King, 
that wonderful mine which has 
furnished such remarkable speci- 


mens of native silver, has been gutted, 
as far as the visible deposit is con- 
cerned, though there are those who be- 
lieve that, by judicious prospecting, ore 
might yet be found. - The mill has been 
moved away from Pinal. The Reymert 
mines in Pinal county, belonging to a 
resident of your city, which turned out 
a consilerable amount of bullion, have 
been shut down for some time, owing 
to difference of opinion among the own- 
ers. There are, however, many smaller 
silver mines being worked on an unpre- 
tentious scale throughout the Territory 
the aggregate output of which is quite. 
important. Many of these have a good 
chance to develop at any time into a 
bonanza. 

The Harqua Hala mines in northern 
Yuma county, which were discovered 
about three years ago, have proved to 
be veritable bonanzas, turning out a 
large amount of bullion. The Mam- 
moth gold mine, on the San Pedro, near 


Tucson, owned by Englishmen, is also 
making a good record for itself, turning. 


out bullion steadily from a large mill. 
It is however, in copper that Arizona 
is at present most distinguishing itself, 


as far as mining is copterned. The 
copper deposits of Arizo wonder-: 


ful, as to richness of the ore. w cop- 
per deposits could be worked under 
such unfavorable circumstances as 
There: is the Old Dominion 
mine at Globe, which is nearl 
100 miles from the railroad. 
Coke, to be used in_ smelting, 
has. to be hauled this distance bv 
teams. Yet the Globe mines have a 
large and increasing output and pay 
‘‘big.’? The United Verde copper mine, 
in Yavapai county, has a tramway 
twenty miles long, to connect with the 
Prescott and Arizona Central Railway, 
and supports a large camp. Another 
flourishing copper camp is that at Bis- 
bee, near Tombstone. The town is 
booming just now. They have a rail- 
road from Fairbanks, electric lights, 
and are talking about a street-car line. 
The copper mines at Clifton, in Graham 
county, continue to turn out a stream 
of metal... The value of the copper 
produced in Arizona in 1892 promises 
to be close upon $5,000,000. 

Large onyx deposits have been dis- 
covered recently in Maricopa, Cochise 
and Yavapai counties. The latest is a 
discovery of bleck onyx in the latter 
county. | 

Arizona is at present undergoing a 
grand transformation, similar to that 
which took place in California thirty 
years ago. The era of agriculture is 
treading close upon the heels of the era 
of mining. Here, as in California in 
early days, there were many, a few 
years ago, who believed that nothing 
could ever be grown upon the mesas of 
the Territory. Today, around Phoenix, 
there are 250,000 acres under the 
various canals, over 5000 acres of 
which isin fruit. Tomerely enumerate 
the many irrigation enterprises of 
Arizona, completed, under way, and 
under consideration, would need half 
a column of your space. Maneopa 


-County being the first tostart in this 


direction, has done the most, but other 


counties are rapidly coming to the’ 


front. The Wolfley Canal, from the 
Gila River at Gila Bend, covers a big 
tract ofland. The FlorenceCanal is 
changing the arid mesa around Casa 
Grande toa smiling garden. In Yuma 
County there isa great project to take 
water out. of the Colorado, north of 
Yuma, aad runcanals on both sides of 
the river, crossing the Gila by on in- 
verted syphon. Land around and south 
of Yumais adapted tothe culture of 
bananas, sugar-cane and other tropical 
products. As the Colorado is a navig- 


able river, this work would probably 


\ 


need an act of Congress to authorize it. 
Surveys have been made for another 
canal from the Gila River, seven miles 
above Solomonville, which would cover 
100,000 acres in the San Simon Valley, 
in Cochise County, one of the finest 
valleys in Arizona, the scene of many a 
bloody tussle with the Apaches in by- 
gone days, 

Finally, the “ancient and honorable 
pueblo’’ on the Santa Cruz has not es- 
caped the advance of irrigation develop- 
ment. The Santa Cruz Land and Water 
Company was incorporated last year, 
by English capitalists. They went to 
work like so many other foolish English 
investors, sending an _ aristocratic 
‘friend of the family,’ named Fitz- 
gerald, to supervise the work. He 
promptly spent $50,000, with nothing 
but a few prelminary surveys to show 
for it. Among other things, he paid 
$15,000 to a local contractor for work 
that cost $4150. He was deposed and 
is now held to appear before the grand 
jury. . Grand juries in Arizona are not, 
however, very awful bodies to deal 
with. One of them yisited the office of 
the county surveyor, a few years ago, 
on an investigating tour. Thesurveyor 
offered his books for inspection, but the 
grand juryman told him to write out 
the report himself—and then borrowed 
$2 of the astonished official. 

The canal in question will irrigate 
from 40,000 to 50,000 acres of fine 
land between the Santa Cruz River and 
the Santa Rita Mountains. Temporary 
dams of brush and sand will be put in 
near? Tubee, South of Tucson, and the 
overflow of the rainy seasons conducted 
into the reservoirs, Arizona has two 
rainy seasons. George J. Roskruge of 
Tucson, for many years county surveyor, 
a capable aad honest m4n, is at present 
general manager of the company. 

There are other irrigation enterprises 
too numerous for mention. Even Har- 
qua Hala, the new mining camp, has an 
irrigation enterprise on foot. Huro- 
pean capital is seeking such enter- 
prises. Many Southern Californians 
are investing in canal schemes 
in the southwestern part of the 
Territory. Some Riversiders’ will 
plant oranges around Yuma. It is found 
that less water is needed on our agri- 


ting well soaked. Everything can be 


fornia, except oranges and lemons. 
These are being planted on a consider- 
able scale around Phoenix, but I think 
the business is a risky one outside of 
Yuma county. Our fruit is all from 
four to six weeks earlier than yours. 
Finding that it was illegal for coun- 
ties to issue bonds to railroads, the last 
Legislature exempted new railroads 
from taxation for twenty years, which 
has given a boom to railroad building. 
Work is proceeding on the road from the 
Atlantic and Pacificto Phenix. Thence 
it will run to Florence and then either 
to Tucson and Calabasas or to Benson. 
If the people of this city are wide 
awake they will get it here. The 
Sonora road to Benson would have 
come here had our citizens shown any 


surveyed from Wilcox, on the Southern 
Pacific, to Globe, where the copper 
mines furnish much freight. 


The era of cattle raising, under the 
present loose and disgraceful system, 
has about come to anend. For several 
years the cattle men have experienced 
disastrous seasons. The ranges have 
been so overstocked that many of them 
are eaten and trampled as bare asa 
dirt floor. Stockmen begin to realize 
that they must raise feed to fatten their 
stock on. Alfalfa-growers have a fine 
market for their product in the Terri- 
tory. Many of the unfortunate cattle 
have been too thin and poor to reach 
the valleys, dropping dead in their 
tracks. 

A few years ago there were few, out- 
side of prospective office-holders, in 
favor of Statehood, but opinions appear 
to have changed, and last winter, at a 
special election, it was voted to call a 
constitutional convention by an over- 
whelming majority, only two counties 
voting the other way. An admission 
bill has passed the House, but has not 
yet passed the Senate, and it is doubt- 
ful whether it will this year. The in- 
debtedness of Arizona is already very 
large in proportion to population. As 
a State, the expenses would be still 
greater, and many believe we could not 
afford them. The main advantage 
claimed is that investors would be more 
willing to come to a State than toa 
Territory, considering their money 
safer under a State form of govern- 
ment. But, if the State should have to

A “CHICAGO” BUILDING. 


Thousand Dollar Block, 
- Onthe corner of Spring and Third 
streets will soon be exhibited one of the 
greatest of Chicago ideas ever trans- 
planted to this Coast. It has already 
been noted that T. D. Stimson, a 
Chicago capitalist, had purchased a lot 
onthe site named, 100 by 155 feet, 
nad would improve it. 

The full extent of this improvement 
was not known until yesterday. Two 
8-story buildings are now on the lot, 
one occupied by the Citizen’s Bank, 
costing over $19,000, and another, 
with a 80-foot frontage on Spring 
street, which cost over $10,000 to 
build. Both houses are new and worth 
all they cost, but Mr. Stimson will tear 
them down entirely and clear the en- 
tire lot. 

He will do this so that he can erect 
upon it a six-story ‘‘Chicago”’ building, 
which he promises shall be the finest 
structure in Southern California, and 
will cost about $175,000 or $200,000. 
In order to carry out his plans Mr. Stim- 
son has bought an interest in the 
Citizens’ Bank—though not the control, 
as was rumored in business circles—and 
the institution will temporarily remove 
to another location and return to its 
present corner when the new building 
is completed. 

Where there are so many old and 
tumble-down houses that should be razed 
it seems a pity to sacrifice two hand- 
some buildings like the ones doomed for 
Mr. Stimson’s block, but nothing, appar- 
ently, can stand in the way of Chicago 
enterprise.

AN IMPORTANT LAW POINT DECIDED- 

Judge Clark rendered his decisien in 
the case of William Whartenby et al vs.

lowing brief opinion: 


Suit. is brought by plaintiffs as dis- 
tributees in the matter of the estate of 
James Whartenby, deceased, to recover the 
sum of $941.86, deposited with defendant 
corporation. E. F. Spence intervenes and 
claims to bet he owner of said fund, or at 
least a portion thereof, namely, the sum of 
$628.06. The facts are that said deced- 
ent in his lifetime entered into a contract 
with said intervenor, by which the latter 
was to make investments for the former, 
and was to receive as compensation 5 per 
cent. of all interest collected thereon.

I am still of opinion that intervenor's posi- 
tion cannot be maintained. To my mind 
the argument of plaintiff is conclusive. 
The depositing of the money in the bank 
by the intervenor in the name of his princi- 
pal and with his consent wasa delivery to 
the principal. By the deposit the relation 
of debtor and creditor was established be- 
tween the bank andthe decedent and not 
between the bank and tieintervenor. The 
facts that intervenor checked against the 
account and the checks were honored, that 
he was the president of the bank and in- 
structed its officers to pay no check against 
said account without first obtaining his ap- 
proval, are not material and cannot affect 
the rule. The ruleis the same that it 
would be had the deposit been made 
ina bank with which intervenor was 
not connected, and it would seem 
clear that had decedent drawn against 
said account the defendant corpo. 
ration would have been legally obligated to 
pay the draft whether approved by its 
president or not, and had thé account, by 
reason of the insolvency of the bank or for 
any other reason, become worthless, the 
loss would have been the loss of decedent 
and not of intervenor. I am of the opinion 
that intervenor stands in the position of 
creditor of the estate and not the owner or 
possessor of said fund, aud that having 
failed to present his claim, as required by 
Code of Civil Procedure, sec. 1493, etc., it 
is barred. Findings are ordered accord- 
ingly.

A regular meeting of the board of school 
trustees was held yesterday morning at the 
Wilson school building. 

The following bids were received for 
painting the Wilson school building as per 
specifications: Haskell & Gibbs, $289; 
Quimby & Beers, $356; W. S. Fairman, 
$385; C. A. Roberts, $399; G. A. McKay, 

$495; Buchanan & Hoag of Los Angeles, 
$496; Dyxs & Ross, $546; Landgard & 
Beers, $548.50; Brown & Drawbaugh, 
$560. The contract was awarded to Haskell 
& Gibbs. They are to begin work at once 
and have the job finished by September 1. 
A synopsis of the specifications will give 
an idea of the way in which the work is to 
be done. The entire outside of the building 
except the roof is to be given two coats of 
pure St. Louis white lead— zinc white, pure 
French zinc green seal—and_ strictly pure 
linseed oil, mixed in specified proportions. 
All sashes are to be trimmedin. black. All 
doors, vestibule casings and trimmings 
that are varnished to have three coats. 
Steps, risers and trimmings below base to 
be painted in colors as directed. All mate- 
rials are to be brought on the ground in un- 
opened packages, and to be mixed on the 
premises subject to the inspection and ap- 
proval of the board of trustees or their rep- 
resentatives, Bills for materials furnished 
‘are to accompany the goods and be shown 
to the board or their agent. 

_.Itwas decided to open the schools on 
September 12, the second Monday of the 
month.

The Murderer of Capt. . McKel- 
vey Still at Large. 


The Fugitive Believed to Be Hiding 
the Mountains, 


Sheriff Lacey and Several Posses are 


in Hot Pursuit. 


Detective Insley of Los Angeles and Other 
Officers also on the Look-out— 
Meeting of the Santa Ana 

Trustees. 


SANTA ANA. 

The latest information of the whereabouts 
of Torres indicates that he is hiding in the 
hills near Yorba. Word was received here 
yesterday from an old Mexican at Mc- 
Pherson, stating that Torres. came to his 
house Monday and asked for something to 
eat and $2. The Mexican asked him what 
he had done. He said he had killed a white 
man up the cafon and didn’t know where 
to go. He couldn’t go north and hecouldn’t 
go south, because he had killed a soldier in 
Mexico. He believed he would go up to a 
friend’s house in Yorba, hide in the hills 
for a few days and then go to Yuma. 

When asked where he had been Sunday, 
he said he sat on the mountain side near 
the barn under a clump of bushes and 
watched the officers come to the house and 
search the premises. He stayed there until 
the dead wagon started down thecafion 
road with the body toward Santa Ana, then 
after allthe officers had gone he followed 
down the road in the same direction. 

As soon as the information was received 
Sheriff Lacy and several deputies started 
for the place indicated and instituted a 
thorough search, but so far have been un- 
successful in finding their man. Theofii- 
cers all seem confident that Torres is in the 
hills somewhere hiding, and that he will 
not try to get away till the excitement dies 
down. Detective Insley of Los Angeles and 
Constable Robinson of Santa Anaon the 
other side of the mountains and several 
posses of deputy sheriffs located in Silver- 
ado and Santiago cafions are keeping a 
close watch, while Sheriff Lacy and one or 
two of his most trusted deputies are fol- 
lowing up the trail of the refugee. If the 
old Mexican’s story is true and Torres is in 
the vicinity of Yorba he will be captured in 
afew days. Several trusted Mexicans who 
have volunteered their services to help 

‘hunt Torres know every foot of the coun- 
try in and around Yorba and they are sure

THE M'KELVEY MURDER. 

And yet the principal topic of conversa- 
tion on the streets of Santa Ana is the cold- 
blooded and cowardly murder of Capt. Mc- 
Kelvey last Sunday morning. All day yes- 


terday questions were repeatedly asked if 


the officers had any information that would 
lead them onthe trailof the treacherous 
and villaincus greaser, and many were the 
expressions of approval to a suggestion 
that was made to put the county to no ex- 
pense for atrialif the fiend was captured, 

A deputy sheriff said to THE TIMEs re- 
porter today: ‘I see no possible chance 
for Torres to esca He evidently is in 
the mountains, and while he may hide from 
the officers for several days, or even weeks, 
if heis assisted by friends, when he at- 
tempts to leave the country he will run 
‘against an_officer’s badge, I feel sure we 
will get him sooner or later.” 

The impression seems pretty general here 
with citizens that the chances are favor- 
able for the murderer’s escape. He had 
several hours the start of the officers and 
was favored by being in a very mountain- 
ous district and among friends to start 
with. 

‘An employé on Modjeska’s ranch said to 
the reporter yesterday that he believed 
Torres to bein hiding in the mountains near 
Temescal; that he knew him to be very 
well acquainted with the country in that 
locality, as he had previously explored the 
hills on a prospecting trip for gold, and that 
when he left Monte -Rolle’s house he started 
in that direction. 

. Torres is now believed to have robbed his 
victim after having so foully murdered 
him. The captain usually had considerable 
money on his person, and when he was 


searched. after he was found dead there 


Was nota penny on his person. His door 
key which he ugmally carried in his purse, 
is also missing. The captain was known to 
have the amount of Torres’s week's wages 
on Saturday night, but that amount can- 
not now be found among his effects. 

The remains of Capt. McKelvey were laid 
torest yesterday afternoon in tae Santa Ana 
cemetery. Many people viewed the re- 
mains at. Smith’s undertaking parlors. 
The aged father and mother of the mur- 
dered man saw him here tor the first time 
since his death. It wasan affecting sight 
that brought tears to many eyes. 

The following description of Francisco 
Torres has been sent out by Sheriff Lacy: 
Twenty-five years old; height, 5 feet, 5 
inches; weight, 145 or 150 pounds; rough, 
oily skin; dark olive complexion, heavy 
black hair, small black mustache, promi- 
nent cheek bones, black eyes, narrrow be- 
tween eyes, broad nostrils, very large 
mouth, square shoulders, rather long arms; 
wore dark suit of clothes, and about a No. 
5 shoe.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Spotters Playing Their Tricks on 
Santa Fe Condactors, 


Two Have Gone and More Expect to 
Follow Them. 


About the Matter of Transcontinen- 
tal Freight Rates. 


Trouble Expected on the Mexican Cen- 
tral—Cutting Kates to Denver— 
Passenger Agents’ Meet- 
ing—Local Notes. 


The deadly spotter has been getting 
in his work on the Santa Fé’s Southern 
California lines, and asa result two, at 
least, and rumer has it more, popular 
passenger conductors have been made 
to walk the plank. This particular 
spotter is said to have been an old sol- 
dier, and the way he did his work proves 
him to have been a veteran. The man- 
agement of the road for some time 
past suspected that the conductors were 


not dividing up with the company, 


in fact it is said that the ticket 
punchers had of late neglected to 
even mention the receipt of any 
cash fares. Railroad companies 
usually insist on receiving a portion of 
the cash train receipts, if not morethan 
the modicum which clings to the bell 
rope when the daily toss up is made. 
This is why an old soldier, pseudo or 
@ctual. was sent over the road between 
Los Angelesand Barstow a number of 
times with such disastrous result. Two 
weeks ago one of the best-known of the 

company’s conductors, and, in fact, one 
of the best train men in the Santa Fé's 
employ, received notice that on account 
of discrepancies in his report he was. 
relieved from duty. An appeal was 
made inhis behalf and Generai Man- 


ager Wade took the case. un- 
der advisement, but decided that 
the man (must go, which he 


did yesterday. The other conductor 
did not attempt to make any fight for 
his place except to demand reasons for 
his discharge—usually a rash thing to 
do under the circumstances. At any 
rate he was satisfied and took his walk 
gracefuily. The others who areon pro- 
bation, and those who have not as yet 
received any significant envelop, are 
suspicious of old soldiers and old 
sailors—and in fact everybody except 
blind men. 
_ ‘TRANSCONTINENTAL FREIGHT RATES. 
A dispatch from New Yorkto the 
Kansas City Star dated July 28 quotes 
the Herald of that date as saying: 
Alarge amount of staple freight from 
Kansas City and other Western points has 
Fecently been shipped to New York by rail 
and then by vessel around Cape Horn to 
San Francisco, in order to take advantage 
of the rate war in steamer freight lines 
trom New York to San Francisco. It is 
cheaper to send low class freight 17,900 
miles outofthe way thanto ship it direct 
by rail from Kansas City to California, 
There is great alarm among the transcon- 
tinental railroads, for they are not getting 
any heavy freight except what has to be 
delivered within a limited period. The 
steamship companies engaged in New 
York and San Francisco,trade are hav- 
ing a war of rates that has taken the 
breath away from the railroads, and prob- 
ably their business will be demoralized for 
ayeartocome. The transcontinental rail- 
roads have to pay the trunk lines thirty 
cents a hundred as their share of the haul 
from New York to San Francisco. The 
trunk lines will not take a cent less, besides 
the Western roads must have an allowance 
for the haul to the Missouri River. The 
transcontinental roads have thrown up their 
hands on all staple articles which do not 
need to be delivered for several months. 
Not éven the Southern Pacific. with the 
Morgan line to New Orleans, can make any 
show againstthe 30-cent rate ofthe through 
steamship lines. To do sowould be to drag 
down the local rates from New York to 
Texas, and the loss would be still greater. 
SCRAP HEAP. 
Passenger Conducter Lamb, of the 
Southern California lines, has left the 
service of the company. 
There wasa full attendance at the 
meeting of the passenger agents at the 
Santa Fé ticket office last evening 
Under the present schedule of electric 
cars on the Second street line provides 
for a car every twelve minutes 
Spring street and Westlake Park, and 
every seven minutes between Spring 
street and the Santa Fé depot. 
W. O. Mohler, fora long time one of 
the best known passenger conductors 
on the Santa Fe in Southern California, 
yesterday left for Chicago by way of 
San Francisco and Portland, to estab- 
lish himself in a new situation. Many 
of his friends here will regret to lose 
the companionship of the popular ticket 
puncher., 

The Alton has made a $6-rate from 
Chicago or St. Louis to Kansas City and 
an $8 round-trip rate from Chicago or 
St. Louis to Kansas City to protect it- 
self onthe Denver rate cutting. The 
Alton will meet the Denver @t, but. in 
selling a round-trip Chicago to Denver 
ticket for $12 the Alton itself will have 
to give upall but $5 of the purchase 
price to other roads. 

It is said at El Paso that the Mexican 
Central is preparing to make a whole- 
sale discharge of engineers, because 
they are Brotherhood men. Eighty-five 
engineers will be let out in one month, 
and itis further asserted that the dis- 
charged men will be supported by all 
Brotherhood men in a demand upon 
other roads entering El Paso not to de- 
liver or accept any freight from th 
Mexican Central.
